3318 -—Whereas for the development of export trade of India certain proposals for 
amendment to notification of the Govcrnmen’' oflnd a in the late Ministry of Commerce No. S.O. 
1004, dated the 23rd March, 1967 were publ shed, as required by sub-rulf (2) of rule 11 of the 
Export (Quality Control and rnsprction)Ru[r 8 , 1964, at pages 1113-1116 of the Gazette of India 
Part Il-Scciion 3 -Sub-scction(ii), Exp-aord nary, dated ’he 51'h August. ICC9, under the notificaticn 
of the Government of Inda in the late Minis'ry of Foreign Trade and Supply No. S.O. 3131 
dated the 5th August, 1969 ; 

\tai whereas obi-a'ions and suggestions we r e inv : tcdtill the 4th September, 15F9, from alt 
persons likely to be affected thereby ; 

And whereas the said Gazttte was made available r o the public on the ;th August 1969 ; 

And whereas the obi«-ctions and suggestions received from the public on the said draft’have 
been considered by the Central Government ; 

' T ow, therefore, in exercise of the powr r s conferred by src'ion 6 of the Expo r t (Qual’ty 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government being of the opinion 
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that it is necessary and expedient so to do for the development of the export trade of India* hereby 
makes the following amendments, namely :— 

In the said notification— 

(i) In Annexure I, after serial No. 12 and the entries relating thereto, the following serial 
number and the entries shall be inserted, namely :— 

“13. Automotive Hydraulic Brake Hose.” 

(ii) in Annexure III, after the heading “4. Specification for Feed Hose (Pipe) for Loco¬ 
motives” and the entries thereunder, the following heading and the entries shall be inserted 
namely :— 

“5. Specification for Automotive Hydraulic Brake Hose 

Requirements :—The hose shall conform to the requirements specified below :— 

(A) For 3-18 mm (1/8") hose 

(1) Construction. —The hose shall be fabricated from braid and natural rubber or from braid 
and synthetic rubber, assembled with steel or brass end fittings for use on automotive hydraulic 
brake equipment as flexible connections. The hose shall consist of a rubber inner tube, two 
braids of cotton or rayon cord imbedded in and bonded to the rubber and a rubber outer 
cover. The cover shall be a black stock, free from sulphur bloom, which will not crack when 
subjected to long periods of weathering. The inner tube of this hose must be a non-blooming 
stock vtich will effectively resist deterioration by non-mineral oil brake fluids. Exposed steel 
or brass end connections of the hose assembly shall be suitably plated for protection against rust 
or corrosion. 


( 2 ) (Jonstruction Test. —The time required for the gauge plug cf 2-03 mm (o• 08") dia¬ 
meter to drop of its ownth r ough a distance of 7-62 cm. (3") into the (hose assembly shall not 
exceed 5| seconds. 


(3) Expansion Test .—The maximum expansion of any of the hose assemblies when tested 
shall not exceed the following values:—•

(4) Bttrst Test .—When tested under hydraulic pressure, each sample of hose shall withstand 
a’pressure of 281 Kg./cm a (4000 psi) for 2 minutes. The pressure shall then be increased at a 
rate of 1758 (±704) Kg./cm 2 [25000 (±10000) psi] per minute until burst occurs. The 
minimum bursting strength for any sample shall be 352 Kg./cm* (5000 psi). 


(5) Whip Test .—The minimum life of any of the sample hose assemblies with free 
engths ranging from 20-32 to 60-96 cm. (8 to 24 inches) run continuously on a suitable flex¬ 
ing machine shall be 35 hours. 


(6) Tensile Test .-'-When the hose asembly is fixed in the testing machine and pulled at a 
speed of approxi mately2- 54 cm. (1 inch) per minute, it shall withstand a mkiimum pull of 14$ 
kg. (325 lbs) without the end fittings pulling off or rupture of the hose. 
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(7) Coll Test ,—The hose assembly shall be conditioned in a cold box in straight position 
*t .— 53'9°C to_56-7°C (—65°? to —70°F) for 72 hours. After conditioning and without 
removal from the cold box, the hose shall be bent around a mandrel having a diameter of 
7-62 cm (3"). The hose shall not crack or break. 

(8) Salt Spray Test .—The hose assembly and connections shall withstand 24 hours 
exposure to salt spray test. 


(9) 100% Pressure Test .—Before shipment by the exporter, each complete hose assembly 
shall ba given a nressure test using air or water as the pressure medium. The test pressure 
shall be 106 Kg'cm 2 (1500 psi) minimum for air and gts, and 212 Kg'cm 2 (3000 psi) mm mum 
for liquid. The pressure shall be held for not less than xo or more than 25 seconds Hose 
assemblies showing leaks under this test shall be rejected or destroyed. 

(B) 4-7 6 mm (3/16") hose 

(1) Construction .—The hose shall be fabricated from braid and natural rubber or from braid 
and synthetic rubber assembled with steel or brass end fittings for use on automotive hydraulic 
brake equ patent as flexible connections. The hose shall consist of a rubber inner tube, two braids 
of cotton or rayon cord imbedded in and bonded to the rubber and a rubber outer cover. The 
cover shall be a black stock, free from sulphur boom, which will not crack when subjected to 
long periods of weathering. The inner tuoe of th.s nose mast be a non-bloom ng stock which 
will effectively resist deterioration by non-mineral o 1 brake fluids. Exposed steel or brass end 
connections of the ±ose assembly shall be suitably plated for protection against rust or 
corrosion. 


(2) Construction Test .—Time required for the gauge plug of 3-05 mm (0-12") diameter to 
drop of its own through a distance of 7-62 cm (3") into the hose assembly shall not exceed 
5 seconds. 


(3) Expansion Test .—The maximum expansion of any of the hose assemblies when tested 
shall not exceed the following values :—

(4) Burst Test.— When tested under hydraulic pressure, each sample of hose shall with¬ 
stand a presmre of2ii Kg/cm 2 (3000 psi) for 2 minutes. The pressure shall then be increased 
at a rate of 1753 (±704.) Kj'cn 3 [25000 (±10000) psi] ner minute until burst occurs. 
The minimum bursting strength for any sample shall be 317 Kg/cm 2 (4500 psi). 


(5) T’jip Test .—Tas minimum life of any one of the sample hose assemblies with free 
eag'hi raat’ng fron 20-32 to 39-37 cm. (8 to 15J inches) run continuously on a suitable 
lesing machine shall be 35 hours. 
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( 6 ) TjV'.ile Test,—Whin the hoseassembly is fixed in the testing machine and pulledat a 
speed of approximately 2 ■ J4 cm (i inch) per minute, it shall withstand a mini mum pull of 
147 Kg (325 lbs) j without the end fittings pulling off or rupture of the hose. 


(7 ) Cili Test ,—The hose assembly shall be conditioned in a cold box in straight position 
at—J l - to— j 5'7 £ ’CC—55°F to—70°F) for 72 hours. After conditioning and without 
removal from the cold box, the hose shall be bent around a mandrel having a diameter of 8-89 
cm (3 J inches) The hose shallnot crack or break. 


(8) Salt l Spray Test ,-—The hose assembly and connections shall withstand 24 hour* 
exposure to salt spray when suitably tested. 


(9) 100% Pressure Test ,—Before shipment by the exporter, each complete hese assembly 
shall be given a pressure test using a r ox water as the pressure med um. The test prcssuit shall 
be 106 Ki'cm* (1500 psi) to 212 Kg'cm a (3000 psi). The pressure shall be held for not less than 
10 seconds or more than 25 seconds. Hose assemblies showing leaks under this test shall 
be rejected.”
